Applicant's arguments, see REMARKS, filed 07 October 2005, with respect to 
the rejection of Claims 1-4 and 13-16 under 35 USC 102(b) have been fully considered 
and are persuasive with regard to the step of calculating an integrated value of an 
amount of heat applied to the coating on a basis of the temperature data.

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1,13 and 14 are allowable because the prior art fails to teach or fairly 
suggest a coating dry estimating method, recording medium or system for estimating a 
dry state of a coating on a coated target as claimed by Applicant in Claims 1 , 1 3 and 1 4, 
comprising: calculating an integrated value of an amount of heat applied to the coating 
on a basis of the temperature data, as defined in the claims, each arranged and 
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functioning as recited in claims 1,13 and 14, wherein a dry state of the coating is 
estimated on a basis of the integrated value of the amount of heat, in combination with 
the other limitations of the respective claims. Claims 2-12 and 1 5-20 are allowable by 
virtue of their dependency upon Claim 1 .
